and such matters must enter into all highway projects 
No extensive high- 


way improvements can be made without incurring a large 'bonded indebted- 
ness, but how can districts be expected to vote for increases in taxes and 
burdensome debts who get no present advantage from road building? The 
policy of the Rling under the lead of Smith and James has destroyed all 
hope of rapid and advantageous road building And so long as they are 
countenanced at the head of affairs, no progress in road touilding can be 
expected.

I. The Rechabites Tested (vv. 1-5). 
In tile days of JehohiUhn the Lord 


char.ut'd Jei-r-miah to bring the Recha- 
l)Hos into the hoiiso cf the Lord and test 
iheni 1-e.ean.Iin.a; the drinkinjr of wine. 
This hi> did in a place where the people 
i'.iijtht behold then;, the aim being to 
teach Israel by example. The father 
nf the Kechabites luul given command 
that they should not drink wine. Their 
filial obedience put to sharae the Is- 
raelites for their lack of obedience. 
Jonadab. the father of the Rochabites, 
was only a man. but the one whose 
commands Israel were disregarding 
was the Almighty God. their Creator 
and Savior. It is God's pla'n that every 
man be tested. Being a free agent he 
only can have character through test- 
ins". It was for this reason that God 
placed Adam and Eve-In Eden and per- 
mitted the devil to test them. While 
we should be concerned .'with the re1 
moral of temptations from men, we 
should be more concerned, with teach- 
ing them their responsibility and show- 
ing them how to overcome. 
' II. The Filial Loyaity of the Recha- 
bites (vv. 6-11). 


Though they were out of their own 


country, in the midst of a. foreign peo- 
ple, they refused to drink wine, declar- 
ing that they had been true to the in- 
struction of Jonadab all their lives. 
Obedience to his instructions had been 
practiced by all men, women and chil- 
dren. It is a fine thing when children 
keep in memory their fathers and ren- 
der obedience to their commands. 


i l K The Loyalty of the Rechabites in 


Contrast With the Disloyalty of the 
Israelites (vv. 12-16). 


1. The appeal (vv. 13, 14). He made 


the appeal on the basis of the filial 
lor:Uty of the .Rechabites. He remind- 
ed them that the Ee;-habites were obe- 
dient, though their father was dead 
j 


long ago. He also reminded them that 
he liad spoken to them in person, rising 
up early to do so. 


2. The ministry of the prophets (vv. 


15, 16). When the people failed to ren- 
der obedience to God he sent to them 
the prophets, who plead with them to 
amend their ways by 
turning away 


from their idols. Matthew Henry indi- 
cates-the points of contrast somewhat 
as follows: (1). The Rechabites were 
obedient to one who was but a man; 
the .Tews disobeyed the infinite and 
eternal God. (2) Jonadab was dead 
long since and could not know of their 
disloyalty or correct them from it. God 
Is all-wise and lives forever and will 
punish for disobedience. (3) The Rec^h- 
abites were never put in mind of their 
obligations, but God sent his prophets 
who rose up early to remind them. (4) 
Jonadab left the charge, but no estate 
to bear the charge; but God gave the 
people a goodly land and blessed them 
in it. 
(5) God ne% 
T<?r tied up his people 


to any hard task like Jonadab did, yet 
God's people disobeyed him and the 
Rechabites obeyed their father. 


IV. Judgment Upon the Jews for Dis-
